TOKYO’S SUBWAY AIN’T GOT NOTHING ON EDMONTON’S LRT 
Or at least that’s what it sounds like if you listen to councillor 
Michael Phair. 

“There are lines in Japan,” says Phair, “where people have to 
shove to [to get on trains].” 

That's right, shove! 

Now Phair and city transit manager Charles Stolte are warn- 
ing that Edmonton’s LRT is becoming big-city crowded as well 
Stolte warns that people may soon “have to have to wait for 
two or three trains to go by before they’re able to get on.” 

Free daily commuter mag Metro even asserted last week that 
trains are so crowded, conductors aren't bothering to stop at 
every station anymore. “Trains are now full and blowing 
through stops daily,” it claims. 

Sounds dubious, and it is—in fact, it’s 100 per cent wrong. 
“Currently every train stops at every station, even during 
peak hours,” says ETS spokesperson Kelly Vail. (Indeed, in our 
experience, Edmonton’s trains are so empty, it’s not unusual to 
see people hauling bikes onto them during the evening “rush 

hour”.) 

Of course, with the post-secondary U-Pass coming into effect 
next semester and a rapidly growing population, we will even- 
tually have to start dealing with crowded trains.

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MY HAIRDRESSER GRUMBLES ABOUT 
her former boss as she frowns at my 
split-ends. 

Her story is so familiar among 
young people working in the service 
sector that I have to concentrate on 
not nodding along as she snips 
away. 

Her boss withheld earnings, 
meted out punishment with reduced 
work hours, and convinced the other 
hairdressers they weren't entitled to 
holiday pay. 

Tom Olenuck, president of the 
Edmonton and District Labour 
Council, hears these complaints 
often, especially from younger 
workers. He teaches a four- hour 
course on rights in the work place to 
Grade 11 and 12 students. The teens 
often get so upset about past or cur- 
rent work conditions, Olenuck has a 
hard time keeping everyone settled 
and involved enough to finish the 
course. 

These young people enter the 
work force with little to no knowl- 
edge of their rights. Olenuck wants 
both the school board and the union 
to get more involved in the lives of 
young workers. 


FRIES WITH THAT? 

In 2004, 57 per cent of teens were 
employed in retail, accommodation 
and food industries, according to 
Statistics Canada. 

These positions are often short- 
lived and menial, which makes it 
easier to find another job rather than 
baitle an authority figure. 

Tom Hesse, a negotiator with the 
United Food and Commercial 
Workers union, hates that “just get 
another job” attitude. On the picket 
line at the Palace Casino in West 
Edmonton Mall, he hears that jeer 
from workers crossing the picket 
line. 

“The downside to that attitude is 
that it creates a circumstance where 
people are running away from real 
workplace injustices rather than tak- 
ing a stand. Then, unfortunately, 
they often find themselves in the 
same circumstances. How many 
times can you run away?” he asks. 


LEGISLATIVE MUDDLE 

The labour council puts out a 
workers rights pamphlet, aimed at 
keeping young people informed of 
their rights. It's distributed only in 
Edmonton public schools; the 
Catholic schools refused on the 
grounds that it makes employers 
look untrustworthy, says Olenuk. 

Besides the labour council's pam- 
phiet, there are resources available in 
schools from Alberta Employment, 
Immigration and Industry. High 
schools also offer a Career and Per- 
sonal Life Management course with 
some material on workplace rights. 
But that’s not enough, says Olenuck. 

“The problem in Alberta is you 
don’t have a one-stop place. There is 
no single piece of legislation that 
wraps up your employment rela- 
tionship,” he says. For example, the 
prohibition of discrimination at 
work is under the Human Rights 
Code. The definition of a pay period 
appears under federal employment 





for exploitation

insurance legislation. The Occupa- 
tional Health and Safety Act speci- 
fies that employees have an obliga- 
tion to refuse dangerous work. 


THE RANK AND FILE 

Unions must do more to educate 
young people and get involved with 
their rank and file union members, 
says Olenuk. Members should have 
a clear idea of their collective agree- 


ment and decision-making processes | 


within the union. As president of the 
Edmonton and District Labour 
Council, he’s taken calls from work- 
ers who haven't seen their union 
representatives for years. 

“If there’s one area where | think 
unions need to improve is talking 
about the benefit of the union,” says 
Olenuck. Sometimes the union must 
negotiate access to new hires and 
access to the workplace. 


That's one of the goals that Richar- 


do de Menezes hopes to achieve in 
his negotiations with Superstore.

One look at the tricked-out behemoths rev- 
ving around town with their modified engines 
and belching tailpipes is all the proof you need of 
Alberta's love for lorries—but if you need more, 
Statistics Canada tells us that of the 450,000 
medium duty trucks in Canada, 120,000 are in 
Alberta, more than a quarter of the total. Num- 
bers aren't available for lighter trucks, which 
would include most pick-ups, but again, take a 
quick cruise around town... there are a hell of a 
lot of trucks in Edmonton. 

Of course, we recognize that every city-dweller 
needs a friend with a truck. When we move, buy 
new furniture, or need anything bigger than a 
folding table hauled from one address to another, 
our friends-with-trucks are there for us, usually 
paid for their labours in beer and pizza. 

And we likewise have no beef with work trucks 
No, it's the monsters impudently sprawled across 
two parking spaces at West Ed, or trying (and 
failing) to negotiate the narrow streets of in- 
ner-city neighbourhoods that get us in a tizzy. It 
seems unlikely that these vehicular colossi, with 
their glossy paint jobs, flashy rims, and exten- 
sive bodywork, are even allowed anywhere near 
a worksite. These are commuter trucks, leisure 
trucks—trucks as likely-to be found at a work- 
site as a middle-aged accounts manager wearing 
an XL Oilers jersey is to be found on the ice at 
Rexall. They've got the style down, but... look 
closer. 

So, now that Stephen Harper has left pick- 
ups exempt from the federal tax levy on gas- 
guzzlers—despite their propensity for guzzling 


plenty—we thought we'd see how many pick-ups 
are cruising around out there, empty of cargo 
but gobbling gas anyway. Having nothing better 
to do with our Easter long weekend, on the af- 
ternoon of April 9, SEE Magazine stationed two 
photographers atop three overpasses—White- 
mud Freeway at 122 Street, Wayne Gretzky Drive 
at 112 Street, and Groat Road next to Emily Mur- 
phy Park. 

Our photographers snapped every pick-up that 
passed below them for one hour. We compiled 
the shots and counted how many of the trucks 
were empty (a truck toting around anything 
small enough to fit into a standard sized trunk 
or backseat counted as an empty, as did spare 
tires and counter-weighting sand bags). Trucks 
with a covered cargo bed were discounted from 
the survey, but there were few of them to begin 
with (though we suspect they would have added 
slightly to the empty count had we been able to 
see inside) 

The results were unsurprising: Of 254 trucks, 
92 had some kind of payload, while the other 162 
were empty. And interestingly, it was the biggest, 
shiniest, most gas-hungry trucks that were the 
most likely to be payload-less (the work trucks 
tended to be modestly sized) 

So, what to do if you need a truck's carrying 
capacity, but only occasionally? Well, how about 
buying a trailer? Or making do with a regular 
size trunk and taking a couple of trips (which 
will burn more gas, but still avoids having to 
haul around all that dead weight the rest of the 
time). Or, just do what they do in every other city 
across this great nation—make friends with your 
neighbourhood trick owner.

Ina recent essay for Harper's mag- 
azine entitled “The Ecstacy of Influ- 
ence,” author Jonathan Lethem.

Okay, 
Lethem doesn’t actually draw the 
distinction; he acknowledges that his 
entire essay is, in effect, plagiarized, 
and that he got the idea of art as gift 
from Lewis Hyde and his book The 
Gift: Imagination and the Erotic Life of 
Property. From where Hyde's ideas 
originated is anybody’s.guess, but 
they didn’t spring forth from his 
forehead, full-grown and entirely 
original, anymore than Seuss’s poet- 
ty did from his own, even if that’s 
how laws regulating intellectual 


property operate.

Apply now for September 


The definition of “obscenity” 
needs to be overhauled. To label 
something “obscene” is to say that it 
is so profoundly disgusting that it is 


intolerable. | don’t find swear words, 


including the anatomically derived 
ones, obscene. Nor do I find frank 
depictions of sex, whether verbal or 
pictorial, obscene. 

Western Euros have much health- 
ier and less hypocritical attitudes 
about this stuff, and I wish we here 
in North America did too. While we 
consume porn and cable TV smut in 
record numbers, we tend to be 


such classes exclude topics like toys, 
masturbation, and even oral sex, 
because, good heavens, we wouldn’t

THE UNMENTIONABLE HISTORY 
OF THE WEST 
Nancy Millar, Red Deer Press, 158 pp., $22.95 





WE ALL KNOW THE STORY ABOUT 
how the boys got out here. Couriers 
du bois.and fur traders and settlers 
and manly men all of them (and the 
men they met, who had a less glori- 
ous Outcome). It’s the stuff of those 

_Agstosterone-laden history books that 
followed you through school, the 
mini-dramas on televisions and 
postage stamps. 

Amidst the stories of how macho 
men came to the west, Calgarian 
Nancy Millar takes up the challenge 
of telling the story of the gender 
largely ignored in these narratives of 


conquest: the fairer sex. 

Millar's inquiry begins with a sim- 
ple curiosity. How did the women 
who went with the men westward, 
and the women who were already 
there (the aboriginal women), deal 
with the fact of their gender? How 
did these women handle menstrua- 
tion, sexuality, child birth, and, at 
least for that first group of women, 
corsets and Victorian propriety in 
the wilds of Alberta? 

Millar's mission is to “[undress] 
our history of corsets and crinolines, 
bustles and brassieres, girdles and 
garters, secrets and silences.” Turns 
out that latter category covers a lot of 
ground. 

We get the story of the Calgary 


woman who was expelled in 1957 
for wearing jeans to school; what life 
was like before Kotex came along 
(and how it made its way out west); 
how First Nations women learned 
about sexuality, and what they did 
about “the curse.” We see darling 
(empowering?) photos of women 
working in factories during the 
World Wars, newly uncorked from 
the corseted life and loving it. We 
see the (unofficial) Maidenform bas- 
ketball team in Grande Prairie, 
Alberta. We see a lot that doesn’t get 
into mainstream history books. 

For this reason, your conversa- 
tions will be peppered with “Did 
you knows?” for weeks after you 
read Unmentionable History. Did you 
know that the modern bra was only 
invented after the flappers’ boobless 
style went out of fashion? And that 
Howard Hughes built Jane Russell a 
brassiere based on the principles of 
cantilevering for the 1941 film The 


Outlaw, which went on to become all 
the rage? Or that First Nations 
women impressed white men by 
their stoic attitude to childbirth? 

Millar's style is quirky and emi- 
nently readable, which makes her an 
altogether pleasant companion as 
she trolls through the archives. She 
digs up Eaton Catalogue ads for 
“Fleece Lined Bloomers” (in “Regu- 
lar and Extra Large Sizes”), sketches 
of corseted ladies from the turn of 
the last century, and photographs of 
some of Alberta’s first women illus- 
trating the fashions of their day. 
Through this, there are testimonies 
from women who lived through this 
history, including mesmerizing and 
previously unrecorded anecdotes 
from First Nations women. 

The interesting thing about read- 
ing this book is that, when put into 
historical perspective, our society is 
revealed to still be hopelessly Victo- 
rian. Really, a remarkable amount of 





women’s lives still fall into the cata 
gory of “unmentionables’—;}; nk 
about marketing for menstrua} pr 
ucts that inevitably takes as its 
premise the social horror of disor 
tion undone. And, while pouring 
vials of blue liquids onto the svelte 
contours of plastic and chlorinated 
pulp, the ads never mention the \y. 
word. 

Or think of the shock of the new 
mother who, having survived the 
pain of child-birth, realizes that no 
one even mentioned the pain of 
breastfeeding. Certainly, those 
damned “Tri-UMPH” bus-shelter 
ads would make your average 193] 
women blush a carmine hue, but 
Unmentionable History gets you 
thinking beyond such obvious 
“advancements” in “feminism.” 

Simply put, this is a charming a 
essential read for women (and me 
in Alberta and beyond.

Grind- 
houseis a shoddy homage to shoddy 
movies that uses its gimmick to 
excuse its own genuine shoddiness, 
just as its ostensible homage to 
exploitation movies is supposed to 
excuse the witless displays of gore 
and brutality that are its sole reason 
for existing. 

For those who have managed to 
avoid hearing about it, Grindhouse is 
actually two movies—Rodriguez’s 
incoherent zombie opus Planet Terror 
and Tarantino’s flimsy car 
chase/revenge yarn Death Proof— 
linked together with retro between- 
features title cards and animations 
from the drive-in era and faux-trail- 


plished screenwriter Mike White, 
strikes me as both compelling and a 
little bit tragic. The film begins as an 
uncommonly sensitive portrayal of 
the grief experienced by Peggy 
(Molly Shannon) when a rather 
unpleasant fate befalls her most 
trusted and faithful companion, a 
beagle named “Pencil,” in her neigh- 
bour’s backyard. But it quickly 
morphs into an offbeat little charac- 
ter study about obsessive behaviour 
ina variety of forms. 

Granted, it would be easy to casti- 
gate Peggy as a pathetic loner who is 
incapable of healthy social interac- 
tions with other humans. She’s far 
from a wholly likeable protagonist, 
which gives ie enough nuances to 
deserve our attention, especially 
when she becomes perhaps overly 
zealous about the animal rights 
movement, for example, or when 
she proudly presents a plate of 
vegan cupcakes (oh, yum) to her 
startled co-workers. Yet, the fact that

parrot, at great length, the director's 
inelegant tastes. The first set of 
women all die under the wheels of 
Stuntman Mike, then the next set 
yap for a while, subject one of their 
friends (in a cheerleader outfit) to the 
peril of sexual assault at the hands of 
a greasemonkey hick (this witty little 
aside is never resolved) and survive 
Stuntman Mike's onslaught, only to 
turn the tables on him, at which 
point his car seems to become sud- 
denly, entirely un-deathproof. 
What's really irksome, though, is 
how little the director's mouthpieces 
represent. I don’t expect sympathetic 
or even coherent characters from 
Tarantino, however clever their 
repartee might be (and Death Proof 
makes a solid argument that Taranti- 
no’s walking hipster encyclopedias 


are getting pretty fucking tiresome). 
But how about characters who act 
and/or respond consistently to the 
demands of a particular situation? 
Death Proofs ingenues are all ciphers 
in tank tops—dispensers of the film- 
maker's copious vulgar gab, soulless 
mechanisms of the ripped-off narra 
tive he’s extravagantly re-enacting 
We don't care about them—Stunt- 
man Mike's first victims are por- 
trayed as nigh-indistinguishable 
stuck-up bitches—so maybe that 
entitles us to relish both the sight of a

Tarantino’s response to those who 
would criticize Death Proofs blatant 
misogyny is to “empower” his hero- 


ines with the same push-button 
thirst for bloodshed that makes the 
bad guy despicable. That's just the 
sort of ngorous critique of male val- 
ues—that women can achieve parity 
with men by adopting their vilest 
impulses—that should have femi- 
nists high-fiving in the aisles 

Of course, none of this is very cool 
to say. To take umbrage with Taran- 
tino’s glib, amoral brutality is to take 
what he’s doing too seriously, and to 
miss out on his masterful repurpos- 
ing of low-culture cinematic tropes. 
The question is, repurposing them to 
do what? 

Prove that we're more callous 
than the filmgoers who used to pass 
out or vomit during screenings of 
Last House on the Leff? 

It's funny, but back when the 
exploitation filmmakers who 
inspired Grindhouse were cranking 
out inept gorefests and t & a epics, 
they freely admitted they were just 
pandering to the audience's lurid 
tastes to make a buck. Somehow that 
kind of candour seems preferable to 
the flippant, barely veiled cynicism 
that lurks beneath Grndhouse's slick 
surfaces.

Schmidt: I directed a successful production of 
The Shape of Things in Saskatchewan that was 
remounted four times a few seasons back that got 
me interested in Neil LaBute and following his ca- 
reer. As for this particular play, | liked the fact that 
the success of the play LaBute wrote after Fat Pig 
eclipsed Fat Pig and made people skip over it. That 
was perfect for me and Northern Light. | also had a 
good relationship with the agent who was happy to 
see us do that show. 


SEE: What are some of the challenges you're 
finding mounting the show? 

Schmidt: For starters: how do you ask girls to au- 
dition for a play with the title of Fat Pig? This is a 
show that is going to be very delicate subject matter, 
really touchy stuff, for at least one person in your 
cast. Everyone has an issue or a relative or friend 
with this subject matter. I’ve had my own eating 
disorder, I know all about it and still have my body 
issues, 


SEE: You set your last play—Hard Sell—in a see- 
through mesh box, giving the whole work the 
feeling of a cage fight. Tell me a bit about the 
design of this production? 

Schmidt: Kerem Cetinel, the set and lighting 





































designer, created a really minimalist design that 
manages to work for all the play's various loca- 
tions while being elegant and sterile in general. It's 
all very multi-functional and all in white because 
(LaBute’s) world is pretty black and white 


SEE: Westerners seem to have never been more 
obsessed with physical transformations, radi- 
cal makeovers, style, grooming and personal 
appearance—evidenced in Canada by the raging 
controversy over the Prime Minister's stylist. 
What's your take on all this lookism? 

Schmidt: I spent a month in New York at the be- 
ginning of the year and was amazed by all the peo- 
ple I was seeing who look alike because they could 
afford to get the work done. I saw women with the 
same face, the same hair. That got me thinking 
about how the more we get all homogeneous, the 
more difference is disappearing. We all work out, we 
all get the contacts and caps on teeth, what's next? 
Do we then tone down personality so we don't stand 
out? Don't get me wrong, I’m all for grooming, but 
I don’t want it to be an obsession. The danger being 
that the more obsessed we get with the outside the 
more tarnished we get on the inside. You can all too 
easily starve your soul as well as body to look like 
that.

A decade goes by mighty quick 
when you re as prolific as play- 
wright David Belke. 

It may seem like just yesterday 
that Dreamland Saturday Nights was 
wowing audiences at the Edmonton 
Fringe Festival, but it’s actually been 
over nine years since this fondly- 
remembered Sterling Award-winner 
made its debut. 

The story of a budding romance 
developing over a string of Saturday 
nights at a local, old-timey repertory 
theatre house, Dreamland has been 
an Edmonton favourite for years. 

“It’s been more than nine years 
and some 20-odd other plays since I 
wrote Dreamland, and this remount 
is really reminding me of whata 
favourite child this play is and that 
the play is indeed as good as I 
remembered it,” says the play- 
wright, who began his stage-writing 
career at the 1990 Fringe. 

According to Belke, bringing the 


popular romantic comedy back nine 
years after its debut, instead of doing 
a remount three or four years later, 
allows this new incarnation a bit 
more room to breathe. 

“Having waited this long gives us 
a sense of rediscovery with the 
show,” he says. 

Belke notes that only Patrick 
Howarth performed in the original 
production Howarthwill reprise his 
role as a film projectionist in the 
repertory cinema, as well playing as 
the ‘cameo’ appearances by all the 
iconic film stars including 
Humphrey Bogart and Fred 
Astaire). 

Two of the other four actors 
hadn’t even caught the play’s first 
incarnation a decade ago. 

“This is a unique production that 
won't be directly compared to the 
earlier incarnation, as would happen 
if people were remembering a show 
you did three years before,” Belke 
says. 

For Howarth, replaying Dream- 
land Saturday Nights is “the same but 
different” in that such a big part of 
his actorly job is to play iconic film 
characters who don’t change. 

“Also, doing research for this 
show the first time around was such 
a big education in film for me that

AS A TERRIBLY ASHAMED, SELF- 
admitted mall-walker, I’m more 
often drawn toward clearance racks 
boasting tops “3 for $10” than to spe- 
cialty boutiques supplying haute, 
pricey designers, Canadian-made or 
not. Irresponsible! Unforgivable! 
Absolutely. 

While I and others busted by “The 
Boom’ find it a challenge to seek out 
the best prices for style, Sabrina 
O'Donnell, creator of Sabrina Butter- 
fly Designs, has noticed a change in 
Edmonton shoppers, who she says 
are increasingly considering retail 
jaunts an adventure in seeking out 
unique local fashions. 

“1 think Edmonton style is quite 
casual, number one, but I think 
we're wanting unique things. We're 
understanding more about support- 
ing locals. People are checking out 
more Canadian designers and keep- 
ing them in mind.” 

Now in business for eight years, 
ODonnell has been enting the 
craft show /festival kiosk circuit, sell- 
ing her tailored wares all the way 
from Vancouver to Toronto. 

“At first I think Edmonton [shop- 
pers] were a little shy of checking it 
out. Maybe they just liked to follow 
certain trends, but now they're more 
excited about seeing unique things. 
It’s good to see more local designers 
popping up. You know, it’s not just 
about the malls.” 

She laughs, adding, “Last week I 
stopped into the mall a couple times 
and it’s just all the same. I felt like 
yelling ‘C'mon, you've got to sup- 
port independent designers!” 

She notes that while her visits to 
Calgary were more fruitful at first, 
they didn’t have the same support- 
ing shops that Edmonton does. 
“When I went to Calgary, they were 
all over my stuff, like a brand name. 
They had the knowledge there, but 
not the means. Seeing places like 
Nokomis, Bamboo Ballroom, and 
Gnuda opening up here and sup- 
porting those designers helps a lot, 
even just for another avenue of 

tting our own stuff out there.” 

Last fall, after meeting jewelry 
designer Janet Stein, O’Donnell 
thought Edmonton shoppers might 
be raring for more exposure to the 
local design community.

Wagner barely pauses for a breath 
before finishing his thought.

The service was not very good and 
the place is just a mess. And after 
you couldn’t even smoke in there 
anymore, it was like, well, what's the 
fuckin’ point, anyways?”

Country music legend holds the fort against a soul-less Nashville

“YOU DON'T WANT TO GET ME 
started,” warms Ray Price over the 
phone from his home in Texas, 
where the 81-year-old country singer 
is enjoying a small respite from the 
Last of the Breed tour that recently 
teamed him with Merle Haggard 
and Willie Nelson on a series of 
packed shows across the U.S. 

Commercial country radio doesn't 
reflect it, but listeners still love the 
pioneers and old schoolers like Price, 
one time roommate to Hank 
Williams, honky tonk hero in the 
‘50s and ‘60s, mentor and boss to 
Roger Miller and Willie Nelson 
among many. 

He’s also cantankerous and out- 
spoken if you know the right but- 
tons to push. 

“I'm old enough to speak my 
mind, and I’m bad about it,” he con- 
tinues, “so don’t ask me about noth- 
ing you don’t want me to say bad 
things about.” 

Okay then. 

“We're denied the right to be 
heard,” Price declares about himself 
and many other veteran performers 
farmed out with a gold watch and a 
handshake to make way for pin up 
cowboys like Rascal Flatts. “You 
might call it age restriction. They're 
not supposed to do it, so let's say 
that. Country music never left radio, 
radio left country music. And if peo- 
ple want to hear singers like myself,

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and they don’t get to hear it, well, it 
only hurts radio. I’m playing to full 
houses, so I'm not complaining.” 

He doesn’t need to—when Price 
shows up at the Jubilee Auditorium 
this Saturday it'll be without his high 
powered Last of the Breed tour 
mates, but this shouldn't be a prob- 
lem for the man that gave us “Crazy 
Arms,” “Invitation to the Blues,” 
“Night Life” and “For the Good 
Times,” huge hits and perennial 
jukebox standards. He’s still in fine 
voice, still kicking out the classics for 
a new generation of country fans 
already sick of the “slick and soul- 
less crap” that Price denigrates in a 
rant that would make for a nice, 
rambling sidebar if space wasn’t an 
issue 


that he’s a beloved and vital figure 
for those in the know. 

“Oh, I'm having a ball,” he jovial- 
ly says. “I could quit and hang it up, 
but I ain’t gonna. My health is good, 
I feel good, the shows are all good, 
and so far | ain’t started falling 
down. I'm enjoying life! And this 
tour—Willie and Merle doing this 
thing with me is helping immensely 
because it gets me out there where 
people don’t hear me on the radio.” 

“Y'know, when Clinton decided it 
was alright to own all the media, 
that’s when all that crap began to 
happen,” he drawls onward. “Clear 
Channel bought everything up, a 
thousand odd stations, and they put 
it all on automation, no jockeys, no 
humans at all. The record companies 


“never gonna put an electronic man on 
stage to sing with any conviction, and a 
computer ain’t gonna do it either.” 


He despises Clear Channel, takes 
Clinton and modern day Nashville 
to task for crimes against country 
music, alludes to “linin’ up and 
shootin’ traitors” come the counter 
revolution—Price is a gold mine for 
any journalist willing to poke him in 
the sore places. But far from being 
cranky (and trust me, I did a lot of 
happy poking) he’s actually a genial 
interview, willing to speak his mind 
but happy to acknowledge the fact

say that if you've got a record out it 
costs something like $260,000 just to 
get it played. I built that damn thing, 
Tom, and it’s terrible. I been in the 
business 60 damn years and when I 
started there wasn’t any radio play- 
ing country music hardly at all.” 

And as for the current version of 
country music being pushed by the 
likes of CMT? 

“Aww, there’s no heart, it’s all flat 
electronic crap,” he says in righteous 
disgust. “T’ll tell you how itis! 
They’re gonna never put an electron- 
ic man on stage to sing with any 
heart, and a computer ain’t gonna 
do it either. They’ ve already tried.

Reynolds. What makes it stand out 
and separates it from any such 
attempts before is that whether 
you're on your maiden voyage or re- 
reading a chapter, you're amazed 
that Reynolds has created something 
so informative out of this mish-mash 
of styles in 416 pages. The magic 
trick repeated throughout finds 
Reynolds delving deep into a hand- 
ful of important or entertaining 
anecdotes from scenesters and icons 
in the subgenres while peppering 
enough band names and records 
around in each chapter to make you 
feel as if you're reading something 
comprehensive. It’s obvious which 
movements hold the dearest sympa- 
thies for him, but it’s his name on the 
book after all. Perhaps because the 
subject is too huge to handle, no rec- 
ommended listening list is provided 
at the end of the book, as was includ- 
ed in his dance culture book Genera- 
tion Ecstasy. 

D-I-Y means what you think it 
does and is a celebration of the 
explosion of independent labels that 
were energized by punk’s simplistic 
means of operation. An interesting 
way to spend an hour, but by no 
means as encompassing as its case 
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makes it to be. The collection paints 
itself into a wall by keeping British 

(and mostl mdon) labels its focus 
and by focusing on the genres most 
popular in the postpunk revival 
(gothy rock, punk-disco fusions and 
synthpop). Featuring the Buzzcocks 
at their least sardonic and Throbbing 
Gristle at their least interesting, the 
compilation is at least saved by 
introducing the worlds of Thomas 
Leer, A.P. B., and Biting Tongues to 
a larger public again. 

The bleak world described in a lot 
of the music in DIY is fleshed out in 
film Radio On. The reason British 
lyricists of the time were so melan- 
choly i is that British youth felt pretty 
hopeless at the time. Celebrated by 
fans and even by the director and 
producers mostly for its aesthetics 
and soundtrack, Radio On has a real- 
ly great, sharply written (though 
obviously mopey) story to tell ina 
world so sad you just start to laugh 
after a while. Full of beautifully 
flawed characters including a very 
young Sting as an Eddie Cochran- 
obsessed gas jockey, you'll wonder 
who the poor protagonist will stum- 
ble into next. The film transfer is 
bright, extremely well done and easy 
to watch while features include 
director's thoughts in hindsight and 
the movie being chaptered by the 
songs in the soundtrack.

THIS ALBUM WAS ACTUALLY 
supposed to be titled Dusty in Muscle 
Shoals. Or something along those 
lines. There were moments when 
everyone involved doubted it would 
ever be finished. When Atlantic boss 
Ahmet Ertegun, after two year’s 
delay, finally managed to get a con- 
tract signed with the British song- 
bird Dusty Springfield, the idea was 
that she'd record a true soul album. 
But not in Memphis, Tennessee. 

The ink on the contract barely dry, 
talent scout and producer Jerry 
Wexler began preparations: there 
were songs to select and studios to 
be booked. As the venue, Wexler 
chose Muscle Shoals, Alabama, 
where producer Rick Hall, one of the 
most influential music moguls in the 
southern states, had recorded soul 
and blues legends likes Arthur 
Alexander and Jimmy Hughes. 

But the problems started before 
Dusty had even opened her mouth. 
According to Wexler, who describes 
his collaboration with Dusty in great 
detail in Rhythm and the Blues, he’ d 
compiled hundreds of potential 





songs. Springfield, he said, rejected 
all of them, All but two (“Son of a 
Preacher Man,” and “Just One 
Smile”), Dusty claimed. Finally, after 
months of anguish and occasionally 
animated discussions, a dozen songs 
were settled on—eleven of which 
made it onto the actual album. 


NO EASY WAY DOWN 

One reason why Dusty Spring- 
field couldn't decide what to record 
was that she didn’t quite get the 
hang of which direction the people 
at Atlantic were heading in. When 
she first heard of the project, she 
assumed it entailed gritty R&B, 
down-to-earth music of the Aretha 
Franklin variety. Instead, Wexler 
dragged out peculiarities like the 
melodramatic “The Windmills of 
Your Mind” and “In the Land of 
Make Believe.” Dusty Springfield 
knew sophisticated pop music when 
she heard it. 

For the Memphis Cats at Chips 
Moman’s American Studio in Mem- 
phis, where the recordings ended up 
after the delays forced Wexler to 
withdraw from Muscle Shoals, the 
recordings must have presented a 
challenge too. They managed to pre- 
serve the simplicity, yet simultane- 
ously emphasize the nuances in the 
frequently intricate arrangements. 
(The music often ends up far beyond 
what's normally considered “soul 
deep” or “down home.”) 

The recordings at American Stu- 
dios were finished in roughly a 
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week, at the end of the summer in 
1968, but the problems didn’t end 
there. On the contrary, Wexler’s 
rocky relationship with Springfield 
got even rockier. Both seemed to 
agree though, that the normally shy 
vocalist seemed perfectly petrified 





during the recordings, and all the 
vocals were later redone in a New 
York studio. 

And yet, though Wexler later 
likened the sessions with Dusty to 
“pure hell,” the result certainly 
seems closer to heaven. 


MIXED UP GIRL 

This is largely thanks to Spring- 
field’s vocal talent. She’d previously 
been lauded for her veiled, exotic, 
and slightly detached style—Spring- 
field was light-years apart from the 
other British vocalist who achieved

Dusty used the entire register 
from romantic intensity to girlish 
shyness, but managed to without 
exaggerating or faking. Rather a bit 
more cool and evasive, far fron, 
Aretha’s well-staged emotional out 
bursts. On Dusty in Memphis it’s 
mostly the strings and the gospel 
choir that provides the unbridled 
drama. 

The best tracks are perhaps the | 
two penned by Randy Newman 
Don’t Want to Hear It Anymore, 
and “Just One Smile,” combining 
two great artists in one unbeatable 
combination. Imagine what would 
have happened if that collaboratioy 
had been allowed to continue

If I 
had a nickel for every new Thai 
place that has opened in Edmonton 
in the past 5 years...” And then I real- 
ized I do. 

But, I 
would argue that a disproportionate 
number of the new places opening 
seem to gravitate towards Thai food, 
and the authenticity and quality of 
the food seems to decline propor- 
tionally to the number of openings.
